On Plan for 
Street Widening 


In a move to find out how soon 
the city plans to widen Middlefield 
road between Willow road and Sar | 
Francisquito Creek, the planning 
commission Monday night, denied 
a service station operator permis- 
sion to build over the proposed 
street right-of-way. 

The denial, worked out with 2 
representative of the Union Oil 
Co., will allow the company to ap | 
neal to the council. Tt will be car- 
ried by J. D. O’Neill, representa- 
tive or the petroleum firm. 

O’Neill first came before the 
planning commission to get per- 
mission to modernize an existing 
station at Willow road and Wood- 
land avenue. He said the city’s 
master plan showed a street right- 
of-way within two feet of an exist 
ing pump island, and that the pe 
troleum firm hoped to be able to 
extend a canopy eight feet into} 
the right-of-way. | 

He added that the oil company 
was willing to put up such a cano 
py even if it was known before- 
hand that the city intended to wid- 
en the street, so long as there was 
reason to believe it could be re- 
tained long enough to pay for it-| 
self. 

The City Council was informed | 
of this move the following evening 
by Assistant City Manager John R- 
Johnson. The council agreed that 
if the city intended to buy the 
land, they should do so, but also 
conceded that it is unlikely that 
the work would be completed for 
several years. 

The council directed City Attor-| 
ney James O’Keefe to negotiate 
with the Union Oil Company for 
understanding about the right of 
way. 


Frontage Road’ 
May Soon Be | 
Obsolete Title | 


The three separate roads along | 
Bayshore freeway in Menlo Park | 
heretofore all called “Frontage 
road,” probably won’t share that 
designation much longer. 

Menlo Park planners this week 
recommended .to the city council 
that they be renamed, in accord- | 
ance with a county policy of nam-| 
ing streets bordering freeways af- | 
ter deceased presidents. | 

According to the planners’ re-|

Three times a year, as we have the opportunity of presenting | 
the Recorder Athletic Achievement Awards at the Dads Club | 
dinners of Menlo-Atherton High School—as once again was | 
our privilege this week —we are impressed with the outstand- | 
ing young people present. | 

In between times, encountering our teen-agers individually 
and in groups, we find them alert to the complexities of the world 
around them, aware of their responsibilities, eager and able to} 
shoulder them. 

Would we —or our friends —in our own youthful days 
have taken upon ourselves the job of getting voters registered 
as have a group at Menlo-Atherton? Would we —or our 
friends, to whom “fusion” was part of “confusion” — have 
started a monthly scientific publication the way a Menlo- 
Atherton group has done? 

Were we —or our friends —as alert to our world, as | 
poised, as self-reliant as the young people we know today? 

Remembering ourselves at age 17 — 18 — 19, we believe 
the answer to these questions is that we would not, we were 
not. 

How, then, do we reconcile this picture of the new gener- 
ation with the loud cries about delinquency, with the picture of 
juvenile gangsterism painted by those who see only the dark side? | 

To focus these variant views, to bring them into perspective | 
as parts of an understandable whole, we advance this theory: 

We believe the job makes the man, the crisis makes the 
leader, the era makes its generation. Never before has a gener- 
ation grown up amid such demands and pressures, such com- 
pounding complexity of 
change. | 

A generation reared amid atomic war, nuclear threat, jet! 
propulsion and Sputnik, with the banners of embattled ideologies | 
unfurled around the globe — and with the draft hanging over it — 
is bound to be unusual.

The first 40 years of the century, years that saw the gasoline | 
engine, the electric light, World War | and the Great Depression, | 
presented nothing like the hurried demands of the last 15 years. | 
Even then, there were some who couldn't take the pressure, and | 
there were others who revolted against the very stability of our | 
world. We had our “bad apples,” but since the cause of their | 
delinquency was less powerful, their “badness” itself did not go | 
quite so far. | 

Today, we find one category of delinquent pretty much imiss- | 
ing altogether; there is little “revolt against stability” in a world | 
torn with chaos. But the few who “can't take it” today buckle be- | 
neath much greater forces than our bad apples ever knew. | 

Thus we arrive at our portrait of an outstanding generation: | 
It's a group of young people meeting, in the majority, superior | 
demands with superior performance, with maturity and ability | 
that would have astonished our forefathers. | 

At the same time, a smaller proportion of failures, under the | 
greater force of the times, are failing more loudly and making | 
more impression on the graybeards and their statistics than did | 
the “bad boys” of our day. | 

We must not allow the misdeeds of this tiny segment to blur | 
our appreciation of the millions of young people who are doing 
a magnificent job of growing up to tasks that tax their elders. |

Still Keeps Time 


DeLanoy is retired Pacific coast | 


manager for the Holland-Ameri- 
ca line and, he recalls, his clock 
has seen some coming around. It 
has been with him and his wife 
during a career which has taken 
them to New York, Chicago, and 
San Francisco, besides the local 
addresses. 

The owner won't measure 
the value of the clock in dollars. 
“It was given to us. by an uncle 
and it’s one of those things we 
would never part with,” he says. 
But when he brought it in to a 
Menlo Park watchmaker for re- 
pair, its rarity was instantly 
recognized. 

Hirst Baumgart, who repaired 
it, says there are probably only 

one or two time pieces like it in 
the entire United: States. 

“Every bit of it is hand made,” 
says Baumgart, who points to 
slight irregularities in the teeth 
of the heavy brass gears, and 
other clues. 

Baumgart should know. 
spent 442 years in a European 
watchmakers’ school, before be- 
ing accredited as a journeyman. 

The most interesting thing about 
the clock, from the technical point 
of view, is the escape mechanism, 
says Baumgart. It’s what’s known 
as a Stoeltges movement, and re- 
hes neither on a pendulum, 
modern large clocks, or a return 
spring, ike modern watches.

More than 30,000 men are regis- 
tered members of the Girl Scouts 
in the United States. They serve as: 
council presidents, directors, con- 
sultants, or volunteers to help with 
the heavy work that is a part of 
Girl Scout projects. 

There are also nearly 30,000 Girl 
Scouts of the United States on for. 
eign soil. They are daughters of 
American military men, business 
men, and diplomats serving over- 
seas. 

Now there are Girl Scout troops 
in over 40 countries from Saipan 
to North Africa.
